Mexico will play all their matches at Mexico 
City’s Azteca Stadium, which is certain to be filled 
fo its capacity 110,000. Bookings at the provincial 
centres of Puebla, Guadalajara and Leon, how- 
ever, haven't been so brisk for other preliminary 
round-robin matches. Less than 10 percent of 
fickets there have been sold.

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Czech soccer resumes 

After a four-week interruption caused by. the 
Soviet invasion, the Czechoslovakian competition 
resumed last week.

The Olympic 
team, now in Mexico, only had one proper train- 
ing session for four weeks prior to their departure. 


German grounds need renovation 

Though the next World Cup is’ still 20 months 
away, the West German cities of Berlin, Dussel- 
dorf, Cologne, Nuremberg, Frankfurt, Hannover, 
Munich and Hamburg have already officially 
applied to stage matches in the 1974 World Cup 
to be held in West Germany. It is estimated that 
each of the above-mentioned cities will have to 
spend about $2.5 million to renovate their grounds 
if they want to be considered.
